Mr. Royal Morse of Cambridge has a small piece 
of mowing land that has yielded him fine harvests for 
several years in succession. He has repeatedly sold 
the standing grass at the rate of 40 dollars per acre, 
and once as high as 48 dollars; thus obtaining a sum 
equal to the saterest of six or seven hundred dollars 
for the use of the land. 

Mr. Morse bas paid bat lite attention to this land 
since he first prepared it for English grass. He has 
seldom pot any dressing on it. A few years ago 
this lot prodeced but little that was of any vale.—

He tells us that his wages for 
several years were fifty-five dollars per annem in ad- 
dition to board and washing. This was nearly six- 
ty years ago. He then made it his rule to lay ap 
forty out of hie fifty-five dollars, and to expend the 
remaining fifteen in chothing! 

What think you, modern dandies, rowdies, fop- 
ling, fiddling heroes? Can you lay up forty eat of 
every fifty-five you get by hook or by crook? What 
say you, modern followers of the plough; vou who 
em have $150 per year; can you lay ap $100?— 
Every article of clothing is cheaper now than io

Is it not clear, therefore, that he who labore for 
wages has now greater inducements, and may lay 
up more money, than a man could do at that period? 

By his diligence and industry with the aid of less 
than $200 inherited from his father, Mr. Cloyes has 
become independent in his He has 

reared and educated a numerous family who now 
look ap to him with affeetion and gratitude, and who 
will contribute to render his declining years as hap- 
py ae the lot of mortals permits. 

It may be argued that every one has not so strong 
2 constitution as Mr. C.—and is not capable of per 
forming so much labor. True, bat regular labor 
contributes most essentially to strengthen the con- 
stitution. Solomon says, “‘Labor and be strong.’ 
Labor im the open air will add strength to any one 
able to labor. We find more old people among 
farmers than in any class, yet they have been more 
exposed to hardshipand hard weather than mechan- 
ies have been. Within year we have foand « 
great number of farmers upwards of 70 who were 
still able to perform mach Inber. Three we now 
have in oar mind who are 85 years of age and are 
yet bright and capable of labor; they are Captain 
Gage of Metheen, 8. Alden, Esq. of Br ridgewater, 
and Major Gilmore of Raynham. 

Mr. Cloyes, however, is the oaly man we know 
of who at his age (78) still continues to ew ng bis

The suggestion of our t reapecting 
the expulsion of the moth from the hive is certsinly 
ingenious and worth a tria!. The whole hive might 
as well be made of cedar as pine, but we cannot rec- 
ollect that any one has yet tried the effect which 
certain kinds of wood might have to keep the moth 
away. 

Bees are willing, generally, to go imto any hive 
that is clean and dry. ‘They fear a wet hive though 
it may be wet with molasses or even honey. It isa 
curious fact that bees will not stay in a hive that has 
been long kept with beans in it. It may be they 
would not relish the smell of cedar. But our corres- 
pendent would avoid that difficulty by having cedar 
for the floor only. This might answer all porposes, 
for this floor need not be Isid till the bees had be- 
gen to build their comb; then they woald not quit. 
There can be no good reason why we may not 
raise honey in great abundance were it not for the 
bee moth. Put them dowa and the bers would fee! 
as independent as the Siste suthorities in R. Island 
since they nave driven the droves from their hive. — 
By the way, as the earth cannot bear two suas, nor 
Asia ace nding to Alexander,two kings; neither can 
R. Island, nor a bee hive, bear two governors at a 
time. Gov. Dorr mast wait the tarning of the wheel. 
Two queen bees in a hive always quarvel. 

This little bee moth is an insidious foe; she makes 
her onsets in the evening when the Sees have retired 
torest; she deposits her eggs wherever she finds a 
crevice near the honey. Constant watching is nec-

It has 
been our practice to cant the hives up every morn- 
ing and brush away all the dirt from the floor where 
we often find the worm of the moth half an inch 
long.

Now is the right time to try the experiment of put- 
ting cedar floors under bee hives. This is the sea- 
son when the moth is most act ve im fading nests for 
her eggs.

Th ia not uncommon to oce aibew est of blossome 
on trees even in autumn. Wien the spring frosts 
have nipped the first set a second one is more likely 
to make its appearance. The frosts of June have 
destroyed the common grape bi ssome entirely in 
many places; the vines have put out new ones but 
these will not in all probability come to maturity. 

. Insects attack a great variety of tees at various 

About fortytve yeurwege oak trees in for- | 
ests were thought to be ruined by insects or by 
worms that made great havoc among the limbs, 
cansing not onty the leaves but twigs as large as the 
finger to be continually dropping as you passed 
through the forest. 

Nuitgals on the oak are well known to be warts 
caused by the sting or wounds of an insect. Warts 
on plum wees are supposed to come from the same 
cause, yet there seems to be still some dispute 
about it. 

On quince trees we do not remember to have seen 
any warts. They suffer mach from the same borer 
that enters the apple, the ash, and the locust; and 
we often see branches of this shrub decay and die. 
Ia such case it is well to cut them out. 

The quince requires rich, and moist ground, and 
in seach it grows quite thrifty. There may be mi- 
wate insects, that have escaped common observa- 
tion, preying en the stocks. It is probable this is 
the case since the limbs often die without apparent 
cause. 

Good culture, however, is one of the best guards 
against minete enemies; since a tree or shrub that 
grows rapidly will not regard the loss of some of i's 
Ife blood so much as a mean shrob that has nothing 
to spare. 
Shavings and litter about the roots of trees serve 
to kill the sou and render it loose and suitzble for 
them to make headway; s‘ill this litter may make 
too good a harbor for insects when they are laying 
their eggs. The hens will de no harm, and no mat- 
ter how often the rabbish is stirred; but if the trees 
were ours we would wash them at cace with as
